ition with the eyes much too close 
to the book or object attracting att¬ 
ention. (Concentrating for longer 
than half an hour without resting the 
eyes ami working or playing in a 
pool light are also disastrous to good 
eyesight. 

Parents who realise that a child 
suffers discconiforts. headaches, slow 
learning, unhappiness and possibly 
a ptrmanent handicap if eyes are not 
properly protected from strain will 
do all they can toeava their childrens 
eyesight by insisting on proper post¬ 
ure and correct lighting. Even little 
tots should not form the hahi^ of 
keeping their eyes fixed at a distance 
closer ihat a foot. A longer distance 
about 17 inches betw een the eyts and 
the book should bo observed by older 
children. Because of faulty posture, 
shortsightedntss (myopia) increases 
from a small percent of children 
who enter kindergarten at five years 
to a bom 8n percent of boys and girls 
starring high school. A child should 
form the habit in early years of sitt¬ 
ing upright in a small properly dt- 
slgnert chair when he wants to read. 
A child's eyesight is beyond price — 
no trouble should be too grea to 

safeguard and preserve It lor adult 
ust!

certain contagious diseases such us 
m t lie room to avoid direct glare 
from the sunlight. The eyes should 
be used as little as possible lor dost 
work. At all times parents should 
sec to it that there is proper light¬ 
ing in tiie room in which o child is 
reading or playing or workinng. The 
light should come from behind tht 
child. If the ligh. is in front the 
child's eyes receive both direct and 
Indirect g’are. It from the side some 
glare may still bt present. luring 
periods of rapid growrh a child’s 
eyes need protection from strain or 
being over-taxed. 

But during ordinary lteaDh, inves- 
igation has shown that a child’s sight 
is often being slowly but surely harm 
ed by bad habits such as bending
